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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments against the rejection of 
claims 1-8 are not persuasive because Logan ,item 26 discloses a metal base plate. The insulator coating 28 is used to caot the circular 
disc of Logan and thusly would be disc-shaped. The teachings of Sun provide for the ceramic disc which complements the disc-shaped 
chuck. Logan further discloses that a cooling gas channel 42 is formed on a top surface of the layer over the electrode 12 and within an 
outer peripheral edge of the electrode 16. 
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
